Where I'aleolithic Man Lived. 


Kent's cavern, near Torquay, was a. 


famous haunt of paleolithic man aud 
extinct animals. It has been thoroughly 
explored. It was at one time occupied 
by hyenas, lions, bears and the fonnida- 
hlo Baher toothed tiger (machairadus). 
A certain deposit here known as the 
"black hand" marks tho place where 
man used to light his fires and cook his 
food. Ho seems to have been fairly ac- 
complished for the times in which he 
lived, for Mr. Peiigelly snys of him that 
"he niarlo boue tools and ornaments, 
harpoous for spcnringfish, eyed needles, 
or bodkins, for sewing skins together;

But if Bonos generally exhibited no 


preference for any particular individual 
in camp, ho always made an exception 
in favor of drunkards.
